tariff on cotton, as we - export .large 
quantities -of both ...products. „ Every, 
.-farmer who has wheat "to.'s'ell knows, 
that the price of grain in San Fran- 
cisco, or at Lovelocks for that matter. 
is regnl»ted at Liverpool on the other 
side of the Atlanta. A tariff of ten dol- 
lars, or any other amount, on a bushel 
•'of.the grain would not enhance its 
selling price a fraction of a cent. 
What, therefore, is the object of the 
25 cents per bushel duty on wheat in 
the Dingley bill, except the hope that 
it will delude the farmers into the be- 


..-liet that it adds that much to the 


market price of his grain." 


The truth is, as has been repeatedly 


shown, the "farmer has to pay a tariff 
on everything that he purchases, while 
nothing that he produces a surplus of 


. is benefited by the tariff. 
The imple-. 


ments which he uses in cultivating the 
soil, though they are manufactured in 
the United States, are sold at lower 
prices in Europe than he has to pay 
for them at the factory. The fact has 
been proclaimed by Senator Nelson of 
Minnesota in a speech in Oongress-and 


• Mr. Dingley nor no other high tariff 


man in Congress or out of Congress 
has the temerity to deny the statement. 
The cotton clothing which his children 
wear in summer and the woolens which 
they require in-winter are taxed, while 
the wheat, corn and pork which he pro- 
duces are sold at. Liverpool prices leas 
the cost of transportation, insurance, 
commission, etc. 
To tr-y to pull the 


wool over his eyes and make him be- 
lieve that a tariff on his products will 
increase their price and . recompense 
him for the increased prices of his 
clothing and farming implements is. pn 
a par with the attempt of Mr. Dingley 
and .his political associates to make 
him believe that an American silver 
dollar, which is a legal tender for all 
debts, would be worth only fifty cents 
if the act of 1873 should be repealed.

With the advance of 
summer globular clusters of flowers 
the size of a pea, light colored and 
tinged with purple, are produced along 
the leafless stems of the dodder.- Each 
flower develops from one to four seeds, 
and as maoy flowers are produced the 
seed production is immense.

The seeds can easily reseed a field 


once occupied, but would scarcely 
reach a distant field except through 
being carried in some manner. One 
of the commonest methods of dissim- 
ination occurs in the transportation of 
alfalfa bay. The weight of the rip- 
ened clusters of. dodder flowers .per- 
mits bunches of infested bay to drop 
from the load, each bunch carrying 
hundreds of seeds. 
The 'development of the plant is 


peculiar. The seeds germinate in the 
ground, the young -stems swinging 
from side to Bide until a stein of al- 
falfa (8 found, about which it at once 
twines, the root then dying. If no 
such stem is found the young dodder 
plant perishes, owing to its inability 
to take nourishment from soil food. 
The plant is an annual one, starting 
anew from the seed each year. 


While.ttm eradication of the weed 
is difficult or impossible without in- 
jury to the alalfa, it may be found 
that burning carefully 
before the 


seeds ripen with a possiole addition of 
salt to kill young plants.will be suc- 
cessful. Field experiment and exper- 
ience most decide this. As a last re- 
sort the fallowing of the infested field 
or a judicious crop rotation should be
